LAST NIGHT'S DESPATUHES,

THE HOMBARDMENT OF PARIE AND THE CAP-
TURE GF FORT AVRON — DESFATOH FROM
KING WILLIAM=TIR SPANISH TROURBLES,

Gieneral Peltingeas has arrived at Havre from
Bordeanx to superintend the defense of the
clty, He was received enthusiastically by both
the troops and the cltizens.

A despatch from Besancon says General Fres-
kow has isaned an order confining the popula-
tion to the right bank of the river Doubs,

Despalches from Stuttgardt and Darmstadt
announce the ratification of the [ederal treaties
by the Chambers of Wurtemburg and Hesse.

The eptire number of French troops is esti-
mated at 750,000, Bourbaki's command Is
charged especially with the duty of revictualling
Paris, and li')leu already on hand a vast amount
of live stock and provisions for the purpose. At
the proper moment this army will make a des-
perate effort to join Chanzy's forces, and re-
unite with the Army of the Loire, which will
then, with great energy, push on for Paris,

A Prussian despatch reports that Colonel
Bottengtein, commanding a detachment of six
companies of foot, two squadronsz of cavalry,
and two guns, was surronnded by the French
near Montoire. After a desperate fight he cut
his way out, losing only 100 men and taking
240 prisoners.

30—~Evening.— The conference
on the Eastern question has been indefinitely
postponed, as Frauce has refused to take part,
and the absence of one of the slgnataries of the
treaty of Paris would render the meeling use-
less.
